Lebanese 
Warned 
By Israel 

2 New Border 
Clashes Reported

JERUSALEM, March 6 fNYT). — 
Israeli officials reported two new 
incidents on the Lebanese border 
today, adding to the toll that ha* 
prompted threats of Israeli mili- 
tary reprisal. 

In one (dash, one Israeli soldier 
was killed and three were wound- 
ed. In the other, a bus came under 
fire from Lebanese-based com- 
mandos, according to Israeli ac- 
counts. 

The Israelis have warned Leba- 
non that they regard the increas- 
ing tempo of infiltration and ter- 
rorism with “utmost gravity” and 
will not tolerate its continuation. 

Reports coming back from Bei- 
rut indicated a Lebanese willing- 
ness to avoid border fighting and 
an apparent desire to curb com- 
mando activities. They were also 
coupled with pleas for more time. 

Reports published in Israeli 
newspapers today indicated that 
Israeli and Lebanese military of- 
ficials had met, probably within 
the framework of the United Na- 
tions, at tiie Rash Hanifcra border 
station. 

The Lebanese were reported to 
have said ihat Israel must under- 
stand that Lebanon could not as- 
sume control over the commandos 
immprfifttpiy »nH that curbing ter- 
rorists was not an easy proposi- 
tion, as Israel's own troubles in the 
occupied areas show. 

Israeli officials were reported to 
have stated that Lebanon should 
have acted quickly to secure the 
border against infiltration by the 
irregulars and that.it must accept 
responsibility for any failure to 
do so. 

The Israelis believe that ac- 
ceptance of the sabotage. and in- 
filtration only encourages it. They 
have also found that military 
reprisals generally produce a period 
of quiet along the border.. 

The recent incidents included a 
clash last night between an Israeli 
border patrol and -a group of 
Arabs' near the Israeli border vil- 
lage of Zarit and a skirmish near 
the village of Rhajar in the 
Israeli-occupied Golan Heights. 

[An Israeli threat to turn a six- 
mile stretch of southern Lebanon 
into a desert has been relayed to 
the Lebanese government by UN 
officials. Dana. Adams Schmidt of 
The New York Times reported today 
from Beirut, citing authoritative 
sources. 

[The threat was made by the Is- 
raeli commander in the northern 
district of Israel, Maj. Gen. Mar- 
dech&i Gut, to an officer of the 
UN truce supervision organisation. 
Gen. Gut said that the policy 
would be carried out if Lebanon 
did not manage to prevent Arab 
commandos from operating out of 
Lebanon.] 


Brandt-Stoph Talks Appear 
Blocked by W est Berlin Issue

BONN, March 6 (NYT) .—The 
projected meeting this month of 
Chancellor Willy Brandt of West 
Germany and Premier Willi Stoph 
of East Germany appeared tonight 
to be teetering toward- collapse as 
each side accused the other of rais- 
ing unacceptable d em a n ds. 

Mr. Brandt's chief spokesman, 
Conrad Ahlers, said in a radio in- 
terview tonight that he was -In- 
clined to judge the development of 
the matter skeptically." 

But Mr. Brandt wait on tele- 
vision tonight to say he Intends 
to meet Mr. Stoph without any 
"unacceptable preconditions.” He 
voiced the hope that the East Ger- 
mans will “reconsider" their at- 
titude. 

The issue between the two Ger- 
man governments involves West 
Berlin. Mr. Brandt's emissaries 
told the East Germans repeatedly 
to more than 12 hours of bargain- 
ing this week that while the chan- 
cellor was willing to travel to East 
Berlin directly by train, he insisted 
on returning by way of West Ber- 
lin. 

Ncucs Deutschland, the official 
organ of the ruling East German 
C omm unist party, today published 
an editorial Charging that a "de- 
monstrative” entry of the chancel- 
lor into West Berlin would con- 
tradict international law, “since it 
is well known tbat West Berlhi is 
an independent political entity. 

“No serious politician can espect 
that the D.DR. (German Demo- 
cratic Republic) would allow such 
actions contrary to intonattorm] 
law." the paper said- It added 
that such a call hi West Berlin 
would "gravely disturb prepara- 
tions for the expected four-power 
talks concerning West Berlin. 

The four powers— the United 
States, the Soviet union. Britain and 
Prance— are due to bold a m2e “" 
tag to West Berlin late this month 
or to April on the ambassadorial

Israeli Jets Hit Radar Unit 
In Egypt and Claim Two MiGs

JERUSALEM. March 6 (NYT). — 
Israeli jets attacked an Egyptian 
radar station on the northern coast 
of the United Arab Republic to- 
day and then downed two MiG-2 is 
intercepting a reconnaissance mis- 
sion several hours later, according 
to Israeli military sources. 

The incidents, reported by the 
military authorities, completed two 
months of deep penetration raids 
inside Egypt and brought to 74 the 
number of Egyptian jets reportedly 
downed by Israeli planes and 
ground fire since the 1967 war. ' 
Israeli officials said, all their 
planes returned safely from • the 
forays. Israeli assault aircraft also 
hit Egyptian targets along the 
Suez Canal for 60 minutes without 
suffering losses, the Israelis said. 

Radar Target 

The target of the morning strike 
was a radar station at Damiette, 
where the Nile River empties into 
the Mediterranean. It is about 20 
miles from the canal cease-fire 
line. - - • * 

[From. Cairo, Reuters reported 
that an Israeli plane was shot 
down and another received a direct 
hit in. a dogfight with Egyptian, 
fighters over the Nile Delta today, 
according to a military spokesman, 
who said all Egyptian planes 
returned, safely to their base. 

' The dogfight — over an area 
from Damlette to El Bardaweel 
Lake— canie after four Israeli 
planes penetrated Egyptian air 
space north of Antara on the west 
bank of the Suez Canal, the 
spokesman raid. As Egyptian fight- 
ers repelled them, more Israeli 
planes joined in until 12 aircraft 
from each side were involved in 
a dogfight, he added. 

[Earlier today, one of several Is- 
raeli planes received a direct hit 
from Egyptian anti-aircraft fire 
when they raided an Egyptian mil- 
itary position near Ras el Barr, 
tiie spokesman said. Other Egyp- 


tian positions along the canal also 
were attacked, but no damage 
was reported, although three sol- 
diers were Injured, the spokesman 
said.] • •

Italy Bars Jumbo Jet, Possibly 
As Pressure for Routes in U.S. 


WASHINGTON. March 6 (AP). 
—Italy has barred the world's 
largest commercial airliner, the 
Boeing-747, . on the grounds that 
Rome’s new airport is not yet 
ready for such a big airplane. 

But ' airline industry observers 
here suspect that, the 'Italians are 
using the airport issue as a pretext 
to: 

• Make sure that Pan. American 

World Airways does not start New 
Yark-Rome 747 service before Ali- 
talia. does, and I 

• induce the United states to 
grant concessions that could lead to 
re-establishment of an tor trans- 
port agreement between the two 
countries. 

Pan Am inaugurated the first 
747 service, between New York and 
London, in January, and started 
daily New Yark-Parls service with 
the 362-passenger plane last Sun- 
day. 

The airline had planned to oper- 
ate the plane dally from New York 
to Paris to Rome, and back by the 
garae route. 

As a result of the It al i a n refusal. 
Pan Am has had to leave the *23 
mUlion 747 parked at the airport 
in Paris, after its arrival each 
morning, and transfer Rome-bound 
passengers from the 747 to a 
smaller -Boeing-707 jet. 

In the afternoon the 707 comes 


back from Rome with passengers 
to- be -transferred into the waiting 
747 for the flight to New York. 

Airline officials consider this a 
costly grounding period for the 747 
and. a wasteful requirement for an 
extra 707. 

Italy denounced the bilateral 
agreement with the United States 
three years ago after being denied 
new routes to and through the 
United States. 

Alitalia, the Italian national air- 
line, serves New York, Boston and 
Chicago. 

The Italians were known to have 
wanted also a new route through 
Atlanta, Ga, and Dallas, Texas, to 
Mexico City—or at the very least, 
one through Miami, Fla„ to 
Panama. 

They rejected as insufficient a 
UJ3. offer of a route from Montreal. 
Canada, through Los Angeles to 
Tokyo, which, would have given 
Alitalia the basis for a round-the- 
world service. 

A State Department spokesman 
said no decision has yet been reach- 
ed as to when bilateral negotia- 
tions will be resumed. He said that 
the talks, if they take place, will 
be held to Rome. 

Meanwhile, the Boeing company 
said Alitalia, which has ordered 
four 747s, is (toe to get the first 
One in May. 





POZZUOLI. Italy, March 6 
( DPI ) .^Business and industry 
slowed almost to a standstill in 
Poffiuoli today, threatening more 
long-term damage than the "slow 
earthquake” which has led to a 
mass exodus from the city. 

City officials today ordered more 
families to leave tb'eir homes in 
the old part of the town where 
the subterranean upheaval has 
posed the greatest threat to build- 
ings. 

Public Works Minister 
Lorenzo Natali said that 6,000 per- 
sons had been ordered to leave 
their homes. But he said that 
30,000 more had left on their own 
account.

Court Overrules U.S. Ban 
On Ten Erotic Paintings

WASHINGTON, March 6 (WP). 
— A federal court has overruled the 
government’s ban on ten explicitly 
erotic paintin ga , thus op ening the 
way to an exhibition In the United 
States of erotic art by such mas- 
ters as Rembrandt, Picasso and 
Chagall. 

The court in Baltimore ruled that 
the paintings, which the Justice 
Department had termed obscene, 
ootdd not be kept out at the coun- 
try. It overturned the government 
seizure of the works on grounds 
that all ten have "redeeming social 
value." 

Phyllis and Eberhard Kronhau- 
sen, the Europe-based organizers 
of the 1 ,200 -work collection, shipped 
ten. paintings to Baltimore last fall 
to test the reaction of federal of- 
ficials to their admittedly spicy 
contents. 

The items, seized on arrival by 
UJ5. customs, include works by 
George Grosz, Hans Belznar and 
Karel Appel and several anonymous 
artists from Japan, China and 
India.

116,000 Killed 
In Accidents in 
U.S. Last Year 

CHICAGO, March 6 fAP). — Ac- 
cidents killed 1161)00 persons— 
56,400 of them to motor vehicles — 
and Injured an additional 10,8 
miiunn persons in the United 
States to 1969, the National Safety 
Council reported. 

Of those injured, 400,000 persons 
were permanently Impaired to 
some degree. The deaths and 
injuries cost the country more than 
$23.5 billion. 

Accidents to 1969 remained the 
fourth leading cause of death, 
exceeded only by heart disease, 
cancer and stroke. 

Accidents were the leading cause 
of death for persons between 
ages l and 37. 

The council statistics showed 
that the decade ended in 1969 
produced a 26 percent rise to the 
number of accidental deaths and 
that more than a million lives 
were lost as a result of accidents 
in that period. 

Motor vehicle deaths rose 2 per- 
cent in 1969, the total Of 56,400 
comparing with 55,200 the previous 
year.

In 
all. 27 white men were brought 
before Magistrate Chapman, 

who told them their rights and 
released them on $2,000 bafL - 

The men are charged with "riot- 
ous assembly." Specifically, they 
are accused of attacking state and 
local police and two school buses 
delivering Negro children to the 
high school in Lamar, a tiny town 
down the road from the county 
seat. According to the charges filed 
by state police, these men "con- 
gregated and aimed themselves 
with ax handles, chains, bricks, 
stones, rocks, pieces of cement 
blocks, chibs, pipes, dirks, bottles, 
jars, pistols, metal bolts and other 
dangerous weapons.” 

Mr. Best, who operates a restau- 
rant to a crossroads bamlt-l- called 
Lyda, draws his support from 
farmers, factory hands and service 
station attendants who call them- 
selves, without apology, “the poor 
whites of Darlington County. 

Since Feb. 18, when the county's 
school adopted a new midyear tor 
tegration plan ordered by a fed- 
eral court, the association has cen- 
tered its protest on Lamar, a bleak 
tobacco town where area resent- 
ment is strongest. Eighteen erf the 
30 men charged with rioting (three 
are still being sought) are from 
Lamar. Most are farmers. 

Mr. Best's wife charged the com- 
munity feels "betrayed by our lead- 
ers. There are no lawyers, no doc- 
tors, no city councilmen and no 
school board members who were 
placed to the zone where their 
children would have to attend the 
Negro schooL 

*T think our local school board 
officers along with what might be 
c onside red t he more prominent 
citizens," Mrs. Best said, “got. to- 
gether to draw this jagged school 
zone.” 

The accusation is denied by 
school officials. Ben Greer, the 
school board attorney, said the 
plan was drawn by civil rights of- 
ficers of the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, not by the 
local school board, and it follows 
the principle of sending children 
to the school build tog nearest their 
homes. 

Bert Smith, a tobac co fa nner, 
commented: “They said HEW drew 
tha t line , but there ain’t nobody 
in HEW can follow a creek and 
a pine tree the way that line does. 
These doctors and lawyers all took 
care of themselves.”

Thurmond said in a statement re- 
leased in Columbia, 8.C. "The 
situation to Lamar was tragic.” ■

21 Criticize 
Policy Idea 
Of Moynihan

NEW YORK. March 6 (NYD. — 
Twenty-one persons prominent in 
civil rights yesterday endorsed a 
statement that called Daniel P. 
Moynihan 's suggested policy of 
“benign neglect" toward the na- 
tion's Negroes “symptomatic of a 
calculated, aggressive and systemat- 
ic effort in the present national 
administration to wipe out all the 
civil rights gains" of the recent 
past 

• The suggestion by Mr. Moy- 
nihan . the President’s urban affairs 
counselor, was contained to a 
memorandum he has prepared far 
President Nixon. 

In another move spurred by the 
Moynihan proposal and other ad- 
ministration actions, the Leader- 
ship Conference on Civil Rights 
announced that it was calling an 
emergency, two-day meeting in 
Washington of its membership next 
week to consider what a spokesman 
called the "crisis in enforcement 
of civil rights to the United 
States." 

'A Public Reply 4 

The statement by the 21, releas- 
ed under the title “A Public 
Reply," was sent out from the New 
York City offices of the National 
Urban League, but the individuals 
endorsing it include spokesmen for 
disparate viewpoints, such as Dr. 
Nathan Hare, an outspoken black 
militant, and Whitney M. Young 
jr, executive director of the Urban 
League. 

Also represented among the 21 
organizations and individuals are 
representatives of other minority 
groups, such as Lehman Brightman 
of the United Native American As- 
sociation, an American Indian 
group, and Dlonlcio Morales, the 
executive director of the Mexlcan- 
Amerfcan Opportunities Founda- 
tion. 

For this diverse group, an Urban 
League spokesman said, the Moy- 
nihan memorandum was “the last 
straw." The 1,650-word report was 
described by the .civil-rights leaders 
as "a flagrant and shameful polit- 
ical document.” Amnny the recom- 
mendations to President Nixon for 
policy .toward the black community 
was the suggestion that “the tftn>» 
may have come when the issue of 
race could benefit from a period of 
benign neglect." 

Mr. Moynlhan’s call for “benign 
neglect,” the statement said, comes 
at a time when "what the black 
man has actually been suffering 
from to the last year or so is 
mal i gn ant neglect," addtng that : 
“This attitude Is rapidly building 
up social dynamite to America's 
black ghettos.” 

Bill Would Increase 
White House Police 

WASHINGTON; March 6 CUPD. 
— Congress yesterday sent Presi- 
dent Nixon a bill boosting the size 
of the White House police by 600 
men 30 that It could take ■ on thp 
job of protecting embassies and 
their employees against street and 
political crimes. 

The measure, requested by Pre- 
sident Nixon, raises the force from 
250 to 850 officers, it also changes 
the name from White House Police 
Force to the Executive Protection 
Service. 


Bulgaria Air Official 
Asks Swedish Asylum 

STOCKHOLM, March 6 (Reuters). 
—Ivan Popov, head of the Bulga- 
rian airline’s office here and 
former Bulgarian Air Force officer, 
has asked for political asylum to 
Sweden, the immigration board 
said today. 

A board spokesman Mr. 

Popov, who left his job a month 
ago. had also applied far asylum 
for his wife. He was commenting 
an a report to the mass-circulation 
newspaper Aftohbladet here which 
said Bulgarian Legation officials 
had been trying to persuade the 
couple to withdraw their asylum 
application. 
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Pentagon Details Cutbacks; 
Job Loss Almost 100,000 


WASHINGTON. March 6 CUPD. 
—The Defense Department today 
detailed economy cutbacks at al- 
most 400 UJ5. military bases that 
will cost nearly 100,000 jobs, it said 
13 major installations would be 
completely closed. 

The job cutbacks and closings 
are necessary because of a reduc- 
tion in the defense budget from 
$78.6 billion to $7L8 billion to the 
last two years, the Pentagon said. 

The latest cutback will eliminate 
35,300 military jobs and 58,600 ci- 
vilian ones, affecting 47 states and 
Puerto Rico, the department said. 
The list of bases was released just 
hours after the Labor Department 
announc e d that the unemployment 
rates had jumped from 39 percent 
to January to 42 percent to Febru- 
ary — the highest rate to more than 
four years. 

Defense officials warned that the 
Seattle area would be particularly 
hard hit by large cuts, which come 
on top of major layoffs by the 
Boeing Co. 

In d bringing the new cutback 
Wednesday, Defense Secretary 
Melvin R. Laird said the action 
would save $941 miinim. Officials 
estimated that 70 to 75 percent 
of the civilians who lose jobs this 
time will be blue collar workers. 
The Labor Department, to its re- 
port. said this group was already 
among the hardest hit to the new 
rise to unemployment. 

The states taking the biggest 
beating to the new cutbacks are 
California and Texas. California 
loses 154.44 military and civilian 
jobs and a $111 million payroIL 
Texas loses 7.416 jobs and a $62 
million payroll. 

No major Air Force installations 
were ordered Closed. 

But the Army listed seven bases 
that will be shut down and the 
Navy six.

HEW-LaJbor Bill 
Signed by Nixon 

KEY BISCAYNE, Fla.,

LONDON, March 6 (UPD.- 
magistrate's court today ordered 
William Owen, 69, a member of 
Parliament, to stand trial on 
charges of disclosing secret infor- 
mation of use to an enemy.

One union official said that the 
leaders would go to jail rather than 
submit to it. Under the law all 
parties involved have 48 hours to 
end the walkout voluntarily or face 
a court order to return to work 
while a state panel dictates con- 
tract terms.

tons of telescopic and spectroscopic 
equipment, plus tanks of helium 
and other liquid gases to chill their 
detectors almost to absolute zero, 
where such equipment can best 
operate. 

Trucks laden with tents, food, 
water and fuel have crept up rutted 
roads, dodging descending lumber 
trucks.

The Kltt Peak astronomers will 
photograph in detail the critical 
Interface between the. relatively 
cool lower atmosphere, or chromo- 
sphere, of the sun and the corona, 
or glowing upper atmosphere, that 
springs into view during an eclipse. 
The extremely high temperature of 
the corona is a major puzzle. 

The observation can be made 
only during a few seconds at the 
start and end of totality, when tbe 
blinding light of the sun has been 
cut off, but tbe chromosphere hug- 
ging its surface is still visible. 


TV Will Follow 
Solar Eclipse 

NEW YORK, March 6 (AF). 
— With the aid of television, 
the total eclipse of the sun to- 
morrow will be seen by more 
people than have ever seen an. 
eclipse before. 

It will be beamed by sa- 
tellite to Britain, Denmark. 
Spain, Yugoslavia and Italy. 
Most of the television cover- 
age will originate to Mexico. 
Columbia Broadcasting System 
will have cameras on an Air 
Force jet 40,000 feet above the 
Southeastern United States for 
another view of the eclipse.

It was a happy coincidence that Romania 
should mark the day when the Soviet Union, 
the United States and Britain were celebrat- 
ing the limitation of the spread of nuclear 
arms, by pointing to some non-nuclear 
threats to peace.

Results for Chancellor Brandt 


Britain has chosen the best possible 
moment to announce the restoration to its 
Army of the Rhine in Germany of 4,500 men 
brought home for economy reasons in 1968. 
This provides a timely psychological boost 
for NATO, hut even more of a forward thrust 
for the cause of Western European coopera- 
tion and for Britain’s ongoing bid for mem- 
bership in the European Community. 

It comes, moreover, as the climax to a 
tremendously successful visffc to Britain by 
West German Chancellor Willy Brandt that 
dramatized not only a new peak in London- 
Bonn cooperation but the Brandt govern-? 
ment’s determination to bring Britain into 
an expanding united Europe at the earliest 
possible moment. 

As one result of that visit, Bonn will buy 
British military goods to offset 80 percent 
of the expenses of maintaining the return- 
ing British brigade and will contribute to 
the costs of resettling it in Germany. The 
psychological importance of this demonstra- 
tion of Britain's commitment to Europe’s 
future— in defense and everything else— far 
outweighs the actual value of the additional 
troops on the NATO defense line. 


The effects of this visit may one day be 
compared to the historic Franco-German 
reconciliation launched by President Charles 
de Gaulle and the late Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer. On the concrete results alone, 
however, Brandt’s visit and the resulting 
enhancement of British-German under- 
standing and friendship was good news not 
only for the two countries but for Europe — 
both Eastern as well as Western Europe.

after World War I tend to overlook the 
fact that gas Is not a very efficient way 
of exerting milit ary force — at least, the gases 
employed In World War I were not. For 
sheer destruction, mass bombing, and its 
logical conclusion, nuclear weapons launch- 
ed by unmanned missiles, are more effective. 
And when war Is once launched, when the 
national stakes seem high enough, Inhibi- 
tions disappear. 

Nevertheless, while this brutal truth can 
never be forgotten. It Is criminally foolish 
to oppose whatever limited steps may be 
practicable in diminishing either the threat 
of war or its effects. The test ban treaty 
was not only good In paving the way for 
restricting the spread of nuclear weapons, 
and for the discussions of limiting strategic 
weapons generally. It was good In itself, 
by restraining Che pollution of the atmo- 
sphere. 

And while the sorry end of so many partial 
efforts to lessen the tragedy of war gives 
ample warning of the need to press toward 
absolute solutions, this is no reason to allow 
better to become the foe of good.

Gone, 
too. is the Illusion that war is glamorous, 
or good for a national soul, or productive of 
positive benefits.

American Group 
Studies Housing 
On Europe Tour 

PARIS. March 6.— The NAACP, 
the Urban League and the 
Black Economic Union are sponsor* 
tag a European tour to ob- 
serve systems the Europeans used 
to rebuild cities ' after World 
War XL The group is to study the 
feasibility of using some of these 
techniques to help solve the criti- 
cal housing problems in major 
American cities. 

The tour stops in the Nether- 
lands; Italy, France, Sweden and 
England, returning to America on 
March 15. The group arrived in 
Paris Tuesday and will leave Sun- 
day for Stockholm. 

“Operation Breakthrough," an 
NAACP idea, with some federal 
backing, is a plan to build low-cost 
housing in ghetto areas, with the 
aid of unskille d and semi-skilled 
workers from these areas. Unlike 
most American construction firms. 
European companies have express- 
ed an Interest in the profit pos- 
sibilities of such a venture. 

Among the 92 in the touring 
study group are architects, mem- 
bers of various financial Institu- 
tions, civil rights workers, contrac- 
tors, real state brokers and devel- 
opers, hooting consultants, lawyers, 
urban planners and two model- 
city directors. They come from 16 
major American cities. 


Western border officers reported 
that traffic on access roads leading 
to West Germany was severely 
hampered by drifts.

That 
brought to 20 inches the blanket 
coveting the Dahlem residential 
district, where measurements are 
made, the heaviest snowfall for a 
winter since 1940, when 17 inches 
came down. 

Berlin has had an uninterrupted 
snow cover since Dec. 2. “something 
that has not happened for well 
over 100 years," the weatherman 
added. More snow was failing from 
a '-'den sky with the temperature 
at freezing.

EEC Admits It 
Has a Bugging 
Device in New? Hq. 

BRUSSELS, March 6 (UPI).— 
The European Economic Com- 
munity Executive Commission ad- 
mitted today it has a bugging 
device in its new skyscraper head- 
quarters in Brussels. 

The phone-tapping system was 
installed by the Belgian govern- 
ment. which leases the building to 
the EEC, to itaeck malfunctions in' 
the telephone system, a commission 
spokesman said. But it could also 
be used, he conceded, to listen to 
telephone conversations. 

To prevent unauthorized bugging 
of telephones lines, the spokesman 
said, the commission has installed 
a double-locking device. 

The two keys that have to be 
used simultaneously to operate the 
bugging system are held personal- 
ly by the commissioner and the 
director-general in charge of ad- 
ministration, the spokesman added.

Mr, Monel's work consisted 
of a series of fabric construc- 
tions. same more or leas in the 
form of figures.

Monel was offering us a species 
of protest art— specifically, a 
protest against American in-

Reviewing the exhibition in 
The New York Times shortly 
after it opened (but before it 
became enmeshed in the ma- 
chinery of the courts), I wrote 
as follows: 


"What Is one to make of an 
artist who seems to be offering 
us some kind of political pro- 
test art hut who is clearly more 
concerned with his own exqui- 
sitenees than with protest it- 
self? In this first one-man 
show, Mr. Monel offers us a 
number of fabric constructions 

mainly Stuffed American 
flags (corpses, one presumes) 
handsomely done up with chains 
or straps of gold braid. Anti- 
war fOlk songs are heard an the 
tape recorder while the eye 
wanders over these well turn- 
ed-cut effigies. TO judge from 
appearances, the artist aeema 
to derive mere kicks from this 
morbid military imagery than 
his ostensible ideology would 
admit" 

This la the entire text of my 
original review. As anyone can 


see, I was not much Impressed 
with Mr. Monel's artistic gifts, 
nor even with the quality of his 
political protest. He seemed to 
have an almost fetisbistic at- 
tachment to the visual symbol- 
ism of military life — an attach- 
ment that was all the more 
irritating, in purely artistic 
terms, because it was so 
patently unconscious,, or at 
least unacknowledged, and 
therefore uncontrolled in the 
realization of the work. 

Little did I dream, in any 
case, that this feeble and im- 
mature attempt at creating an 

anti-war sculpture would ever 

be heard of again. And of

impact once the pensdes that 
inspired are forgotten. 

Yugoslav Vladimir Velickovic

structions in the second-floor 
window of Mr. Radical's Madi- 
son Avenue gallery; a summons 
.was Issued and Me. Radlch was . 
brought to triaL (MY. Moirel 
himself has never been charg- 
ed.) 

Mr. RftdfriVs defense was 
taken up by the New York Civil 
liberties Union. 'Because of xny 
review of the exhibition. I was 
subpoenaed by the defense to 
testify at the original trial, aids 
wag .itself a pretty bizarre ex- 
perience. Suddenly complicat- 
ed questions of inten- 

tion awd artistic realization — 
questions that require a cer- 
tain specialised intelligence and 
taste even to be properly phras- 
ed, let alone answered— were 
cast into an alien legalistic 
vocabulary that precluded the 
very possibility of a serious an- 
swer. 

Apparently xny testimony 
counted, far very little, for al- 
though I stated in response to 
questions, that I did indeed be- 
lieve Mr. MOrreTs constructions 
to be warts of art, albeit rather 
feeble works of art, the court 
seemed uninterested in estab- 
lishing anything but Mr. 
Radich's guilt on charges of 
desecrating the flag. He was 
found guilty cm this charge, and 
the case was appealed. 

Now the State Court of Ap- 
peals has ruled, in a 5-to-2 opin- 
ion, to uphold this conviction. 
If you know anything about art 
—about either its creation, its 
exhibition, or the kind of re- 
sponse it elicits in the relative- 
ly small public that pays it any 
attention — the majority opinion 
of the Court of Appeals is full 
of strange *md frigh tening de- 
tails, anri the Strangest and 
most frightening of all is the 
notion that Mr. Radich’s ex- 
hibition of Mr. Monel's work of- 
fered "the likelihood of incite- 
ment to disorder.” 

Pathetic Attempt 

Somehow, I still find it diffi- 
cult to believe that, among the 
forces now threatening public 
order in our society, Mr. Mar- 
rel's pathetic attempts at pro- 
test art loom very large. If 
indeed the majority opinion is 
correct in its assumptions, then 
our society is already far more 
fragile than even its severest 
critics have yet supposed. 

Actually, in his own feeble 
way, Mr. Monel was offering 
us, not an “incitement to dis- 
order” but some small rec- 
ognition of the disorder 
that already exists. Such 
an intention was clearly rec- 
ognized in Chief Judge Stan- 
ley H. Fold's strong dissenting 
opinion in the case. Referring 
to Mr. Radich's testimony at 
the -original trial. Judge Fold 
wrote: "The defendant . . . 
testified, stating that, nitihniigh 
the works express a political 
viewpoint, neither he, nor the 
artist intended to defile or cast 
contempt upon the flag. It was 
his belief, he asserted, that the 
artist, fax from intending to 
do so, was seeking, rather, to 
convey the idea that others were 
condemning the flag by com- 
mitting aggressive acts in its 
name.” 

Judge Fold went an to state: 
*Tt Is evident that the only rea- 
son why these works of Mar- 
rel were singled out for pros- 
ecution was not because the 
flag was used in the sculptures 
but solely because of the partic- 
ular political message which 
those sculptures were Intended, 
to convey. In a very real sense, 
therefore, it was not the artist's 1 
act of TTi fyfa 'tn g' use of the flag 
which is being punished but 
solely the protest or the politi- 
cal views he was seeking to ex- 
press thereby . . . This prosecu- 
tion, in my view. Is nothing 
more than political censor- 
ship ...” 

The case will now be appeal- 
ed to a higher court. But mean- 
while, artists and their deal- 
ers — and our museums as well 
—are an notice that they may 
be prosecuted for the display 
of works of art that protest the 
political policies of the govern- 
ment. It is a frightening devel- 
opment— almost, alas, as fright- 
ening as the conspicuous silence 
with which our organizations. , 
representing art dealers, muse- 
um directors, art critics, and 
the artists themselves have 
greeted this curtailment of their 
own freedom.

The Art Market: Satire for Sale

TBB2UB, March 6^— Hie collection of IBth-cen- 
tiny watercolors and drawings to be auc- 
tioned by the Ader-Picard group Tuesday at the' 
Palais Gafllera fas far more than the usual con- 
glomerate of good (and expensive) drawings that 
everybody expects to find at a GaTUera sale. 
The collection has the glamour of a brilliant 
period pins a reasonable dose of biting irony. 

For brilliancy, one turns to Constanti n Guys, 

' the French draftsman (1809-1892), who is repre- 
sented in the sale by 17 wahYCdtars or pen and 
wash drawings of the highest quality. Guys was 
an outstanding figure of French society during 
most of Lotxis-PhQlppe’s reign and the Second 
Empire— the period when Balzac was writing bis 
novels and, a little later, Bau de laire his poetry. 

Not only was Guys a highly-gifted draf tsma n, 
he was also a first-class journalist and war cor* 
respondent for one of the London daily papers 
during the Crimean War. He bad the reporter’s 
instinct for the telling detail, a capacity "for 
summing things up, in writing as well as in 
drawing. Hie was interested in scenes that were 
not primarily pictorial but had political or social 
significance. 

Only Guys could have thought of drawing the 
startling sketch of “The Prince (Napoleon m) 
Taking the Oath" (the English caption is his 
own). Other explanatory Indications . scribbled 
across the paper (in the same ink as the draw- 
ing) make It dear that the sketch- was destined, 
by Guys far an English paper. 'What is extra- 
ordinary about the work is that this superb 
drawing was, in the author's mind, nothing but 
a document 

Sven more i nteresting are his sketches of Paris 
scenes, far example: a lady drawing np her 
skirts as she steps into her carriage, while the 
driver slumps back into his seat; a “beau** with 
mutton-chop whiskers in a top hat, set at a 
slightly rakish angle, making inquiries from, a 
pert, young lady of easy virtue. 

A Few Touches 

Guys had a stupendous sense of rhythm - and 
would reduce a i*na of soldiers, parading between 
two rows at bufldhigs, to an almost geometrical 
composition In light gray and; blue, with a few 
touches of stronger color, conveying, all' at once, 
the sense Of drabness, absurd pomp and slight 
ghastliness of it all. 

When he came to painting feces— these works 
can hardly be called portraits far they are very 
seldom Individualized — he would be bolder. Jot- 
ting down the outlines with a few strokes for 
eyebrows and eyes. Lot 2Q in the sale, a sketch 
called “La Loge,” Is almost as good as a 
Manet in this respect The artist has caught 
a passing impression Of two young ladies with 
billowy hah- felling back over their shoulders 
and bosoms, each looking in the opposite direc- 
tion with a man looming at the back. 

Although Guys has never been called an Im- 
pressionist, ids remarkable knack far suggesting 
without ever going into detail, and his gift for 
1 creating an -atmosphere with a few blobs of 
sepia certainly justify the title. 

His contemporary, Henri Marmier (1805-1877), 
also .represented -in Tuesdays sale by a large - 
number of drawings, stands out in sharp con- 
trast to Constantin Guys. While Guys was re- 
fined, allusive and sometimes poetic. Mounter 
was down-to-earth, rather elaborate, and pointed- 
ly sarcastic. 

Like Guys,' he was not a pure painter, but 
also a successful man of letters and playwright. 
He wrote comedies which the Second Empire 
cafe society thought uproariously funny and 
created the., character of Joseph PrutThomme,

Jobless Rate 
In U.S. Hits 
4-Year High 

By Frank C. Porter 

WASHINGTON. March 6 (WPV 
— U-S. unemployment jumped 
sharply for the second straight 
month in February to Its highest 
level in more than four years, toe 
government announced today. 

The seasonally-adjusted jobless 
rate rose to 49 percent of the 
labor force from 39 percent In 
January and 39 percent In 
December. 

It was the biggest two-month 
increase since the business slump 
of 1957-58. 

The monthly report from the 
Bureau of Labor' Statistics also 
showed a dip. in total employment, 
as apposed to normal monthly 
{r m iu th, and a decline in the 
factory work week to its lowest 
level since January. 1962. 

The rise in joblessness was 
broadly spread through most 
sectors of the work force— a 
“pervasive increase.” But manu- 
facturing, where the unemploy- 
ment rate has climbed from 29 to 
4.6 percent in the past 12 months, 
was hardest hit. 

The figures tended to lend 
weight to the still-unproved claim 
of some economists that the 
United States is already in the 
midst of Its first recession in 
nearly a decade. 

Administration leaders were mum 
on the development - -under - the 
new 34-hour rule requiring ap- 
pointive officials to delay comment 
on government statistics to avoid 
political inferences. 

But the presumption is that the 
report, while showing that toe 
government is meeting its objective 
of cooling the economy to curb 
inflation, has the White House 
worried. 

For purposes of economic fore- 
casting, toe Council of Economic 
Advisers had earlier assumed an 
average rate of unemployment of 
49 percent for 1970. The rate has 
already come within a hair's 
breadth of that in only the 
second month of the year. 

The number of unemployed per- 
sons stood at 39 million in 
February, a monthly increase of 

250.000 after s e as on al adjustment. 
All of this occurred among adults: 

150.000 among men and 130,000 
among women. 

About a third of the jobless rise 
was attributed to temporary lay- 
offs in the auto industry and “we 
have every reason to believe that 
a lot of these workers went back 
to work” the week following the 
survey, the report said. 


Some Easing 
Of Fed Policy 
Is Detected 

But Analysts Stress 
Uncertainties of Trend

NEW YORK. March 6 (NYT) 
— The Federal Reserve System's 
credit policy may have become 
slightly less restrictive during the 
last two weeks, hftwMng figures 
published yesterday indicated. 

But the hint was tentative, and 
analysts were unable to say for 
sure that a definite trend toward 
easier money was under way. 

The nation’s money supply, per- 
haps the single most important 
Indicator of credit conditions, In- 
creased for the second week in 
row to a daily average of S200 bil- 
lion In the week ended Feb. 25, 
for a total increase over the 14-day 
period of $ 1.1 billion. 

Virtually No Growth 
Even with this jump, however, 
the money supply has shown vir- 
tually no gr ow t h over the last 
eight months, a trend that nor- 
mally would be associated with 
severe credit restraint. 

The bank credit proxy — total 
member-bank deposits subject to 
reserve requirements— jumped 
sharply to an average of $2833 bil- 
lion in the latest week, up $1.4 bil- 
lion from the week before. 

Short-term Interest rates— es- 
pecially the key rate on overnight 
loans between commercial banks 
—generally continued to slide 
downward. 

Monetary experts are deeply 
divided over whether there has 
been a change in the money man- 
agers' policy stance. 

Milton Friedman of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, the leader of toe 
monetarists economic school, said 
yesterday that in his view there 
had been a subtle shift. 

“There is no positive evidence, 
he said, “but I think- there are a 
number of separate pieces of evi- 
dence which point in that direction 
(of less restraint).” 

Evidence Cited 
■ As evidence, he cited: “The 
monetary base— high-powered 
money— has been rising since last 
October; the expression of opinion 
by a number of members of the 
Fed . . . that the Fed ought not to 
stop interest-rate declines; interest 
rates are coming down.” 

Further evidence, he said, “is 
that whenever you are at such 
turning point in the (business) 
cycle, the way in which the Fed 
has in the -past operated there is 
an automatic tendency for the 
quantity of money to go down. It 
hasn’t gone down; if anything, its 
gone up a little and this suggests 
that they must be pushing against 
that automatic tendency since De- 
cember.'*

McDonnell Douglas Sale Sets a Precedent

The barter aspect of toe $35 
miiHm contract establishes a 
“worldwide precedent for toe U.S. 
aviation industry,” according to 
private UJS. sources close to the 
industry. Other officials said that 
Douglas’s willingness to enter into 
this fonn of contract was an indi- 
cation of the pinch being frit by 
toe industry as sales have fallen 
off. Sources said that the UB. 
firm may set up a sales office in 
Philadelphia to help market the 

Yugoslav products. 

U-S. Orders Dwindle 

In Douglas's California plants, 
employment has dropped from 
71,000 to 56,000 reflecting mainly 
space agency cutbacks and dwind- 
ling commercial orders. 

For Yugoslavia, whose srif-man- 
aged, inrirppp dent enterprises have 
previously sought barter o ffse t s , 
partly to save foreign currency and 
partly to give a boost to its do- 
mestic export companies, the trans- 
action la both fi n ancially signifi- 
cant nnri indicative of the coun- 
try’s rapidly expanding air trans- 
port business. 

It n-iicn is in line with Yugo- 
slavia’s rapidly expanding trade j 


with the West, while trade with 
the Soviet Union and Eastern Eu- 
rope bftg been stagnant. 

The contract between Douglas 
and the Yugoslav carriers JAT 
and Xnex-Adria, was signed last 
month, with JAT to receive five 
planes and Inex-Adria two. Ac- 
cording to JAT special counselor 
Rasa Radojevlc about $6 m i lli on 
in costs will be offset by the sale 
of Yugoslav commodities in the 
United States and the rest win 
be financed by the UJS. Export- 
Import Ttonfe, commercial hanlrg 
and Douglas itself. 

Barter Important Factor 

The Douglas barter offer was 
reportedly one of the factors 
which led toe Yugoslavs to opt for 
the DC-95 over Boeing-737 jets. 

Until now. barter has been main- 
ly a device used in trade between 
the countries of Eastern Europe, 
but the Yugoslavs have succeeded 
in including barter clauses in 
individual packages with Western 
firms as well recently. Similar 
provisions have appeared, in con- 
tracts with U-S. firms tor supply- 
ing heavy agricultural equipment 
and tractors. The Yugoslav gov- 
ernment this week urged visiting 
West German Economics Minister 



Karl Schiller to find ways of in- 
creasing the import of Yugoslav 
goods to Germany by more active 
government persuasion. 

During talks In London last week, 
a Belgrade delegation headed by 
Prime Mi n ister Mltja Ribicic also 
expressed interest In a possible 
participation in the European “air- 
bus” project. 

Even more significant politically, 
however.- was the Interest shown 
in London by the Yugoslavs in 
cooperating with Britain in filling 
more of Belgrade's military air- 
craft needs. Diplomatic sources 
said this was a sign that the Bel- 
grade government is andnus to 
reduce its dependence on the Soviet 
Union in obtaining military equip- 
ment.

He concluded that “toe logic of 
the situation as interpreted through 
Fed eyes — not as interpreted 
through my eyes— calls for a change 
in policy.” 

Citibank Disagrees 
On the other hand, First National 
City Bank, looking at toe same 
evidence as Mr. Friedman, came to 
the opposite conclusion yesterday. 
The past month, the bank said in 
its March monthly economic letter, 
“brought widespread speculation 
amtiTig investors and economists 
that Fed policy had already made 
money easier or was on the verge 
of doing so.

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High-Priced Glamours Lead 
Modest Big Board Decline

NEW YORK. March 6 (NYT).— 
"They’re hitting the glamours 
again,” a Wall Street broker de- 
clared today and that told the 
story of the New York Stock Ex- 
change. Some glamour items 
plunged while the rest of toe mar- 
ket, including aerospace stocks and 
retail issues, wobbled downwards. 

At the top of the active list 
was a retail-oriented glamour. S. 5. 
Kresge, which had climbed from 
a 1966 low of 11 1/4 to last year's 
high of 61.

Kresge yesterday unveiled fiscal

points as that day's biggest loser.

Some security analysts, searching 
for a silver lining, believe that a 
pullback in glamour stocks with 
high-priced earning ratios could 
place the general market on firmer 
ground in preparation for a 
meaningful rally. In the bear-mar- 
ket years of 1 B 62 and again in 
1966 the glamour Issues broke be- 
fore toe blue chips. But last year 
toe glamours held up while the bulk 
of the market went down. 

The Dow Jones Industrial aver- 
age eased 3.43, closing at 748.12. 
That still put toe blue-chip indi- 
cator ahead by 6.53 for the week. 

Market action during the last 
three sessions is regarded as a 
consolidation effort, coming on 
the heels of a sharp rally that was 
triggered by prime rate cuts at 
several small banks.

See 6% Rise 
In U.S. Profits 

NEW YORK, March 6 (UPIV— 
While economists are arguing the 
point of whether the UA economy 
actually Is — or soon will be — in a 
recession, businessmen around the 
country arc expressing optimism 
about their profits picture.

The ringleader was Mike McGrady, a 
columnist for the Long Island newspaper 
Newsday, who gave each of 33 ch ums 
a section to write. Miss Goldberg’s sec- 
tion was in the shank of the tale, so to 
speak. “It was in the middle of a long 
string of conquests," she says. “I think 
it comes after the Mafia leader and be- 
fore the rabbi.” 

In addition to the writers, McGrady's 
sister-in-law. Billie Young, was enlisted 
to play Penelope Ashe, the demure Long 
Island housewife-author, in front of pub- 
lishers.
